An early Thursday morning 
inferno burned two men to death as 
they lay sleeping, routed two others, 
who jumped from second story 
windows and saved their lives and 
brought $45,000 in damage to a 
50-year-old Santa Fe Street 
building. 

Thirty-two firemen from two cities 
battled the stubborn blaze for 45 
minutes before bringing it under 
control, 

The pre-dawn holocaust ap- 
parently started with a cigarette 
dropped into a sofa, which 
smouldered, before turning the 
small frame apartment into a rage of 
fire. 

With three engines arriving from 
mutual aid in Anaheim, including a 
hook and ladder truck, the flames 
were attacked from both sides of the 
building with Placentia firemen 
fighting from the street in front of 
the structure. 

The stairway leading to the small 
upstairs apartment was a mass of 
flames and falling debris, blocking 
both the escape of the men upstairs 
and ingress of firemen seeking to 
battle the inferno. 

Placentia firemen were called to 
the scene at about 4:30 a.m. when 
the men who had successfully 
jumped from the second story 
windows as the flames closed in 
around them, ran, in spite of their 
unjuries, the three blocks to Fire 
Station |.

Service to the public from 
Placentia’s opulent new 14,500 
square foot Post Office, will begin on 
Monday, January 13. Al Lopas, 
Placentia Postmaster reported this 
week. 

The facility will move from its 
present site on Bradford Avenue 
into the new _ half-million-dollar 
structure on Kraemer Boulevard, 
between Morse Avenue and Yorba 
Linda Boulevard. Moving day will be 
Saturday, January 11. 

The new spacious, facility will be a 
vast change from the present 
structure, which was built 19 years 
ago and contains only 3,400 square 
feet, When the present building was 
constructed in 1955, the city had 
3,000 population, one rural mail 
route and two city routes, Lopas 
recalled 

Furnishings for the new facility 
are currently in storage in Anaheim 
and will be moved in as soon as all 
inspections are complete, Lopas 
said. 

Hours for the new postoffice will 
be from 8:30 a.m, to5 p.m.

Speaking only Spanish, their 
obvious concern led firemen to 
follow them not knowing what they 
would find on arrival at the scene. 

The dead have been identified as 
Isabel Saragosa, 23. and Miguel 
Bojoroues, 36, also known = as 
Guillermo Alverez. Both are from 
Panjamo, in the central part of 
Mexico and had been living in the 
upstairs accommodations for about 
two weeks. 

The men who narrowly escaped 
are Melquiades Buenrosto Franco 
and Francisco Lopez, 18, whose 
quick action saved their lives. 

The Santa Fe Street structures, 
along with other older sections of the 
city, have been a constant source of 
concern te firemen here. but have 
been miraculously free of fires. 

Fire Chief James Sims said as far 
as he knows, the burned structure 
met all code requirements with two 
exits, unblocked by furniture or 
other objects. The fire apparently 
was not caused by any violation but 
rather human error. 

After the intense heat and flames 
of the fire were controlled, fireman 
found the bodies of the two men, one 
in the center of the room. which had 
burned to a shell and the other under 
the remaining springs of a bed. One 
fireman. Tim Kochen. was injured 
by flying glass. 

The two men who escaped by 
jumping from the second story 
window were injured also. Franco 
was treated on the scene for an 
abrasion on his leg and Lopez was 
sent to Orange County Medical 
Center for observation. He suffered 
from shock and smoke inhalation 
and was released later the same day, 
Chief Sims reported.

The ruins of the old Yorba 
cemetery, just outside Yorba Linda 
city limits on Esperanza Road, will 
be restored to some of their original 
dignity. then instated as a historical 
monument by mid-summer, accord- 
ing to Ray Rhoads, assistant to third 
district supervisor Ralph Diedrich. 

The old graveyard. shaded by a 
few pepper trees and strewn with 
masonary debris and stray plastic 
flowers. lies approximately a 
quarter mile from the site of the 
Yorba Hacienda. 

County funds have been ear- 
marked for refurbishing the ancient 
graveyard, and constructing an 
adjacent neighborhood park near 
the Woodgate subdivision. 

Residents in the area. meeting 
Saturday to hammer out plans for 
the park, decided to include a tennis 
court, a half basketball court, 
handball court. picnic. area and 
multipurpose playing field on the 
two and a half acre site. Residents 
also voted in an assessment district 
for maintainance of the little park. 

According to Rhoads, the plans 
are awaiting a final approval from 
the board of supervisors. He 
estimated the construction on the 
project will begin in aproximately 
two months. 

Funds for park construction will 
come out of the harbors, beaches 
and parks fund; additional funds for 
the graveyard/monument will also 
come out of the harbors, beaches 
and parks fund, but the historical 
site will be maintained by the 
county. 

Plans for the cemetery include 
general refurbishing, and land- 
scaping. The chain link fence will be 
replaced with a decorative iron fence 
that will keep the vandals out, but 
allow visitors to see the graves.

Bids Received 
On Chapman 


Bids were opened December 16, 
1974, for the construction of 
Chapman Avenue east of the new 
Civic Center. Altfillisch Construc- 
tion Company of Norco was the low 
bidder at $532.674. Bids received 
were as high as $720,000. 

The work involved is the 
construction of a one-mile stretch of 
new road from the new Civic Center, 
Kraemer Boulevard east to Orange- 
thorpe Avenue.

The site was used as a family 
graveyard for the Yorba family 
before Bernardo Yorba donated the 
land to the archdiocese of Los 
Angeles in 1885, according to Albert 
Yorba, a descendent of the original 
family.

The graves have 
turned up in every part of the 
county,’’ Rhoads reported.

Presently the cemeter is 
surrounded with a chain link fence 
Most of the graves are unmarked--a 
few are designated with makeshift 
crosses of wood, or even steel pipe, 
The site is dominated by the large 
stone marking the resting place ot 
pioneer Bernardo Yorba. 

Albert Yorba reports that 
Bernardo and many of his children 
were originally bured in Los 
Angeles, but had been moved to the 
local site in the 1920's. 

According to Rhoads, the county 
is continuing a search for historical 
background on the site. ‘‘Some type 
of printed document will be 
available’’ on the site, Rhoads said.

Divorced parents’ agreement on child’s exemption 

If you are divorced or separated from your 
spouse, you may be entitled to the dependency 
exemption for your child in 1974, even though the 
child was in the custody of your ex-spouse all year. 
If you contributed at least $600 toward the child's 
Support and your ex-spouse agrees in writing to 
your taking the exemption (or the divorce or 
separate maintenance decree so provides), you 
may take the exemption on your 1974 return. But 
the combined support furnished by you and your 
€x-spouse must be over half of the child's support. 

If you failed to qualify for this special exemption 
rule in 1974, now is the time to enter into a written 
agreement with your ex-spouse for the 1975 
exemption. 

You may still be entitled to the exemption, even 
if your ex-spouse refuses to give his or her consent, 
by showing that you contributed at least $1,200 
toward the child's support. Your ex-spouse, of 
course, must be unable to prove provision of more 
support than you provided. 

If you remarry and have custody of the children, 
support furnished by your new spouse may be 
considered as furnished by you by dependency 
exemption purposes.
